The Parliamentary resolution enjoyed support from several different parties 
who are united in their feelings of anti-Americanism. As the Swedish 
press points out in its editorial comments, many Icelanders blame the 
United States for their country's economic Ills. Inflation has driven up 
prices, American military personnel compete with Icelanders for available 
housing, and there are the inevitable Irrigations between the natives 
and their long-term guests. 

The leading Social Democratic newspaper, MCROOn^HHimai, makes the 
following comment; "Where once only tbs Communists rallied against 
American protection, the Conservative Party (several words unintelligible— 
Ed.) is now slone In wishing to retain American bases on the island* 
Hcvever, tbo Census lets seems to be tbs only ones who want to cut all 
ties with the West. Ths other parties art reluctant to give up the 
protection that membership In the Atlantic alliance hae helped to give.”
